While 
they 
were 
hitching 
up, 


Ginocchio's delivery wagon drove up 
in the opposite direction with Mrs. 
Daughterty's two children aboard. 


The 
shafts 
were, broken and 
the 


harness 
in pieces, 
but with the aid 


of ropes the two men 
succeeded 
in 


tying the wreck to 
the horse, 
and 


Mrs. Daugherty 
pluckily expressed 


her 
determination to drive the rig 


back to town.

county, iv the case 
of J. Nickolaus 


vs. Ben JVickley. 
The suit arose out 


of the sale of property deeded to the 
state for delinquent taxes. 
The pro- 


perty is situated in the northern part 
of the 
county, 
and 
Nickley 
the 


former owner, -allowed the taxes 
to 


accummulate for a number of years, 
untilthey 
amounted 
to a sum con- 


sidered 
almost equal 
to the 
value 


of the land. 
It was deeded 
to the 


state after the expiration of the 
five 


years redemption 
period. It seems 


that some mineral discoveries 
were 


made upon the land which very much 
enhanced 
its 
prospective 
value. 


.Nickolaus 
had the property 
adver- 


tised, following every minute detail 
of the requirement of law in so do- 
ing. 
At the publio sale, he bid itin 


for the taxes and costs, and received 
the deed. 
Then Nickley, 
who had 


allowed the property to go lo the 
state, appeared 
on the sbeno, and set 


up some claim to it. This necessitat- 
ed a suit to quiet title on the part of 
Nickolaus as the intending purchasers 
did not care to run up 
against a law 


suit . 'The suit was 
brought;* invol- 


ing the. validity of the deed given 
by 


the state to Nickolaus. 
Evrey point 


was made to defeat 
the tax title on 


technicalities, but the court has final- 
ly sustained 
the validity of the title 


held by the purchasers 
fromthe state.

He came in a Dutch yacht called the 
Half Moon in 1009.

the little town that bears his name,
